Christianity claims the reverence of 
mankind because it urges you to climb 
high and acquire a wider homon. The 
absorption of its truths is equivalent to a 
re-incarnation, or a re-creation, or a re- 
formation, for the baser elements die 
out just as savage races die out aud a 
nobler manhood supplants them just as 
civilization supplants barbarism. We 
estimate the value of Christianity, not by 
the ( -reeds of the churches nor by the 
theology of learned scholars, but by its 
effect on society. In like manner we 
estimate the value of a new invention— 
the telegraph lor instance— not by the 
language of the patent which covers and 
protects it, but by its ability to carry our 
messages from one end of the country to 
another. If it will do the work we want 
'done it is priceless; if it fails when test- 
ed In that way it is worthless. Christ- 
ianity does work, and therefore, we can't 
get on without it. 

M. Paul Bourget in an interview given 
in the Herald last Kunday has put the 
whole matter in a nutshell. He used 
these words: 

"I look upon the Christian religion 
very much as M. Pasteur looks upon the 
liquid he injects into patients bitten by 
mad dogs. He does not know how to 
cure hydrophobia any more than I know 
how to cure the evil which is in the 
world. But he has learned, by experi- 
ence, that these injections furnish a cer- 
tain immunity against the disease which 
wonld follow without them. Therefore 
he believes in injections— although he 
does not understand their actions. 

In the same way I have come to recog- 
nise that these men aud women who 
follow the teachings of the church are in 
a great measure protected from the mor- 
al disasters which, as I have shown in 
my novels, and as Feuillet, Tolstoi a.id 
so many others have shown in theirs, 
almost invariably follow when men and 
women allow themselves to lie guided 
and swayed by their senses, passions and 
weaknesses. For many years I, like 
moat young men in modern cities, was 
contented to drift along in agnoticisiu, 
but I was brought to my lenses at last 
by the growing relixalion that there is in 
this life such a thing as responsibility for 
the influence we have upon others. 

I saw that the life of a man who simp- 
ly said, "I don't know, aud not knowing 
I do the thing that pleases me," was not 
only in itself and full of disappointment 
and suffering, but was positive influence 
for evil upon the lives of others. Since 
then my belief has grown firmer each 
year in the necessity of the Christian 
system for practial happiness in this 
world. 

Pasteur "learned by experience" that 
a hypodermic injection of a given kind 
would mitigate if it did not eradicate the 
evil of hydrophobia. Perhaps he thought 
it would do so before he tried it, but 
after he trie* it he was sure. Ho M. 
Bourget learned by experience— he even 
admit* that it was personal experience 
—that those who follow the injunctions 
of the Muster are "protected from the 
moral disasters" which are inevitable 
when one has no such safeguard as relig- 
ion affords. 

In our judgment that is the crux of 
the wltole problem. If Christianity can- 
not produce a higher minded society 
than infidelity or atheism it has no 
larger claims to our fealty than they 
have. If it is j;i..i as safe, from a moral 
and spiritual standpoint, to teach a boy 
to run loose with ut any restraint aa it is 
to teach him that he must check bis ap- 
petites and forever struggle to keep his 



nobler self at the front, then Christianity 
has no secret to tell that is worth listen- 
ing to, and may be regarded as a lxiast- 
ful intruder making promises which can- 
not 1* kept. Personal experience set- 
tles the whole matter. Your OWB life is 
the court of appeals where the case is 
argued and a final decision is reached.

SKETCH OF ELISHA H I 
OF THE PIONEERS OF OHIO COUNTY. 

An Active. Good and Useful Life. 

Mr. Etlsha H. Coleman, father of Rev. 
J. K. Coleman, who recently died in 
Hartford in the 80th year of his age, was 
the oldest and one of the most remark- 
able men in Ohio county in many re- 
t. He was born on Beaver Dam 
fork of Muddy creek, where the town of 
Braver Dam now stands, Janurayti, 1805. 
He departed this life, August 7, 1803, 
aged 88 years, 7 months antl 2 days. Ho 
was the eldest son of Henry Coleman, 
who was the youngest son of Martin 
Coleman, who emigrated from Germany 
in, iim in about 17!>fl, which was 
about seventeen years before indepen- 
dence Was declared. 

The first home that the elder Martin 
Coleman found upon the soil of the 
"Dark antl Bloody" ground, wns in tho 
fortification called "Harnett's Fort," near 
where the town of Hartford now stands. 
Here Henry Coleman, who was the 
father of E. H. Coleman, was born and 
remained with his parents until he was 
three years old, when the savages which 
then infested the forest, were driven out 
of the country. The elder Coleman set- 
tl on a small tributary of Muddy creek 
which he gave the name of "Beaver 
Dam," for the reason that the beavers, 
which were then numerous, were ac- 
med to obstruct the little streams 
by building their houses or dam B across 
in it by which the water was spread 
over the adjacent low lands but would 
again collect in its channel only to be 
obstructed by another beaver dam. Here 
Henry Coleman, fatherof E. H, Coleman 
reared from three years old up, and 
continued to lie a citizen of the samespot 
until his death in 1850 at the age of 70 
In his early manhood he mar- 
ried Delilah Hocker, by which wife he 
ne the father of twenty-three chil- 
dren, Elisha tt. being the eldest son, 
who also being bom there, continued to 
de upon the same original tract of 
I until the last few years, 
t the age of 22 years he wedded Stir 
iiah H. Matldox, who in 1827 became 
mother of the Rev. James Smith 
Coleman, D. D., who himself was born 
in sight of his father's birthplace and 
also on the spot where bis grandfather 
reared from three years up, it being 
the spot first settled by the original Mar- 
tin Coleman. 

Few families settling in this wilderness 
at the time have clung with more 
tenacity to the place of their nativity. 
Reared in this border country, Elisha H. 
Coleman enjoyed but few— antl they the 
imperfect— facilities for intellectual 
culture or mental education. But he had 
wisdom to make the best possible ap- 
propriation of these antl hence by close 
il persistent study, be attained to the 
possession of such qualifications as pre- 
pared him to discharge the duties of a 
plain, practical business man. He served 
acceptably in divers local positions and 
offices, always evincing the most sterling 
integrity and accuracy in all his trans- 
actions. As it relates to the affairs of 
lite, the least that can lie said, is that 
Elisha H. Coleman was an honest man. 

as not successful in the accumula- 
tion of wealth, but he wns in the attain- 
ment of solid and unimpeachable char- 
ter. As a religionist he was profound 
his convictions, sound in theory, un- 
erving in his integrity, and ardent in 
t devotions, never stopping to inquire 
to its popularity or unpopularity, but 
nplytoask. "Is it fight?" As a de- 
minationalist, he was a Baptist of the 
highest antl strictest order. While in 
his religion he was conservative aud 
courteous, in his denominationalisui he 
as uncompromising. 
In February, 1838, he united with the 
Baptist church at Pond Run and received 
batisin at the hands of Rev. Alfred Tay- 
lor, whose praiae at time was in all the 
churches of this land. In June, 1838, he 
united with the church at Beayer Dam 
jy letter ami continued to hold his 
nemlH-rnhip there up to the day of his 
death. A* a Christian antl church 
ber, be was both active and useful, being 
regular, control and liberal in bis sup- 
port of the church, always ready antl 
willing to meet the responsibilities im- 
tKMsed upon him by his brethren or made 
ssary by the want* of the church. 
He was ordained to tho deaconsbip in 
1840, in which capacity he served the 
church in great fai 
the day* of the activity— Owensboro 
Messenger.

"Creamer, an apparatus for the artificial 
separation of cream from milk. It is 
usually made on the centrifugal princi- 
ple." The second definition is, "A small 
vessel for holding en am at t utile; a cream 
Jug." The Century Dictionary is a recog- 
nized authority. The Century Diction- 
ary writer appears, however, to be a lit- 
tle off in his ideas. He applies the term 
to what is now called a cream separator. 

At any rate, though, it will be seen 
that the manufacturer s claim is unten- 
able, and that anybody can use the Word 
creamer who wants to. Even if the 
gentleman could copyright it. he ought 
to bo ashamed of himself for trying to 
do so. Even if he had coined it, as he 
claims, he ought to be glad and proud 
to enrich the fine old English language 
by so good and handy a word.

The one discovery above all others that 
has made Ambroise Paro famous for all 
time was the plan , which he was the first 
to suggest, of tying the arteries after the 
surgical removal of a limb.
